Bolivia and Brazil Have Some!’ 


large Ones, the Bite of Which Will 

Incapacitate a Man. 

[New Ori Times-Democrat: ] 
Insect pests are a plague on the 
boundary of Bolivia and Brazil. “In 
the forests and on the smaller riv- 
ers,” writes Commander Herbert A. 
Edwards, R.N.R., in the Geographical 
Journal, “life is made almost unbear- 
abie. Ants are met with everywhere; 
they Swarm over one's person in hun- 
Greds, and most of them bite most 
savagely. There is one kind of red 
ant, which lives in trees hollowed out 
by themselves, whose bite is like a 
touch with a red-hot tron. If a per- 
son inadvertently touches or leans up 
against one of these trees the ants 
swarm out upon.him instantly, and 
his life for hours afterward is a lonc- 
drawn-out misery. Then there are 
the huge ants, called tucanderas, one 
and a half inches in length; they live 
in the forks of trees. Their bite is 
particularly painful, and causes the

OHIO STATE HOSPITAL MAKING 
BROKEN BRAINS WHOLE. 


The Equipment Consists of Recres- 
tion Rooms and Bowling Alleys and 
@® Study of the Perfect Cells Re- 
maining in the Brains of the In- 
mates. 


[Cleveland Plain Dealer:] They 
are rebuilding human minds at the 
‘State Hospital for the Insane at Mas- 
sillon. They are hunting out the per- 
fect parts, making note of the worn 
and damaged, and substituting new. 
It is a process of bloodless surgery. 
There are no operating tables, no 


}Anesthetics, no knives. The equip- 


ment consists of a recitation-room, a 
library, a billiard and bowling-room 
and a gymnasium. That's all. 
The theory is that the cells of the 
brain, like those of every other part 
of the body, tend to wear out by use. 
If the man is normal, nature repairs 
the damage as fast as it ls wrought. 
If he overworks, or worries too much, 
the repair work is interfered with, 
and the machine breaks down and 
goes into the scrap heap. 
The world is full of human scrap 
heaps. In every State they are grow- 
ing with startling rapidity. Now a 
salvage corps is at work trying to 
redeem some of the wrecks. 
The repair shop here has been in 
operation only a few weeks. De.+ Hi. 
C. Eyman, for thirty years in charge 
of t insane In Ohio, has long con- 
tend that broken-down minds can 
be reconstructed, rebuilt and made 
practically as good as new. He finally 
conceived the idea of a school where 
patients could be massaged and ex- 
ercised mentally by study and di- 
version, and developed physically by 
moderate and enjoyable sports and 
pastimes. 
The State officials lacked faith to 
finance the experiment, and Dr. Ey- 
man sought other sources. In the 
institution was a man whose brother 
was a millionaire. To this millionaire 
he explained his plan and got $5000 
on condition that he keep the name 
of the donor secret. From other citi- 
zens he secured $5000 more. 
Plans were drawn for a building 
with bowling alleys and a billiard- 
room in the basement, classroom and 
library on the first floor, gymnasium 
on the second, and tennis courts in 
the rear of the structure. The $10.- 
000 paid for the material, the patients 
did the work, and now the inetitu- 
tion has a $40,000 building for this 
unique school. 
An Indiana school teacher, Charlies 
Hutt, was engaged, and the school 
was opened. Thirty insane persons 
responded to the invitation to join 
the classes. Teacher Hutt joked with 
them, quizzed them and finally found 
their respective mentalities the 
weak spots which needed rebuilding. 
Mary Jones thought her father was 
trying to rob her of her mother’s 
property, and she believed it so sin- 
cerely that she couldn't talk about 
anything else. Hutt gave Mary a 
geography and told her to learn the 
first lesson. She fi the book on 
the floor and sulked. e picked it up 
and smiled.

It was a clever piece 
of work on their part. 

To begin with, there was the dan- 
ger of confusion and costly mistakes 
in the handling of the many switches 
in the key tower.

Government Experimenters Hope to 

Make the Persimmon as lalatable 

as a Good Red Apple. 

{Washington Star: ] The pucker- 
less persimmon, which most people 
have read about but few have seen 
and tasted, will be one of the features 
of the exhibit to be held in connection 
with the meeting of the American 


Americans more than fifty years ago 
by the Japanese, men of the Amer- 
ican fruit industry have given it com- 
paratively little attention, ax is in- 
dicated by the fact that perhaps 99 
per cent. of the people of inis coun- 
try have never seen or tasted tre hard, 
delicious persimmon, which is one of 
the principal fruits of the orient. 
Japanese and Chinese persimmons 
have been grown in America for some 
years, but little progress has been 
made in the art of “processing,” or 
treating them by a method which re- 
moves the “pucker” and makes it 
possible to eat the fruit while it is 
hard as an apple, instead of waiting 
until it is soft and mushy end near 
decay, as is the case with most per- 
simmons which come to the American 
market. 

en the men who are faraous in 
the science of fruit growing meet in 
Washington in November they will be 
given an e lent opportunity to sam- 
ple several crates of choice puckerless 
persimmons, for the shipment and 
preparation of which experts in the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture have arranged with Harold H. 
Hume, a large fruit grower, with or- 
chards at Glen St. Mary’s, Fla. 

The growing and preparsaiion for 
market of persimmons without puck- 
er is distinctly an oriental fruit 
a The Japanese for years 


rmeriy had 
been used to hold “sake,” or rice beer, 
which is one of the intoxicating drinks 
of the island nation. The storing of 
the fruit in the sake casks bas the 
peculiar effect of removing the puck- 
er, the taste which is given by the 
breaking of the smal! cells of tannin 
which the fruit contains. The method 
of processing was first calléd to the 
attention of Americans by the late 
Dr. 8. A. Knapp, after a trip made to 
Japan in 1899. Until 1966, however, 
experiments in processing in this 
country were not and since that 
time progress in work has been 
slow. 

After the Japanese process'ng sys- 
tem was called to the attention of 
fruit growers in this country, Frank 
N. Meyer, an agricultural ecplorer in 
the Department of Agriculture, dis- 
covered in China a puckeriess persim- 
mon which could be eaten hard and 
which dig not have to be processed. 
Varieties of this persimmon have 
been introduced into this country, but 

ts made so far have shown 
that the fruit has a pucker or as- 
tringent quality when grown in the 
| United States, unlike the product of 
the Chinese growers. It is thought, 
however, that this pucker is due to 
the fact that the Chinese trees were 
fertilized by the pollen from the na-

IG SEIZURE OF 
OPIUM EXPECTED. 


CANS VALUED AT TWENTY-FOUR 
THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


* Largest Collection of Contraband 
Smuggied Into This City at One 
Time for Years Said to Have Been 


Search for a collection of opium 
valued at $24,000, the largest amount 
smuggied into the city at one time 
for years, is in progress. The police 
and agents of the government are 
uniting in the effort to find the val- 
uable contraband. 

From information received by the 
police yesterday, it became known 
that 600 cans of opium, valued at $40 
a can, had been smuggled across. the 
Mexican border, through San Diego 
and into Los Angeles. It is the prop- 
erty of a newly organized gang of, 
smuggiers, who have been operating 
only in a small way for several 
months, according to the belief of the 
officiain. 


The identity of the men having the 
opium is said to be known. Satisfac 


have every assistance 
the men. The opium was landed from 
one of the oriental boats in Mexico 
and held there for four months await- 
ing an opportunity to get it across 
the border, and into Los Angeles. 
where a peculiar condition has arisen 
of late, and a famine of opium was 
threatened. 

Large confiscations have been made 
in raids in Chinatown, and several! 
vents through which the drug has 
been smuggled here ave been closed 
by the detectives and government of- 
ficials. It was to reap the harvest 
of this condition that the smugglers 
made a frantic attempt to bring into 
lay Mexico. 


In a private launch, they crept out 
of San Diego at night, and coasted 
slowly southward until their rendez- 
vous was reached. The third day they 
returned. Already agents were watch- 
ing them, but they baffled the pur- 
suers by transferring the opium first 
to a fishing emack and then to an au- 
tomobile, and bring it here. 

The opium is of the first grade, and 
had already been sold by promise. A 
direct line on its location was received 
yesterday and agents are hourly ex- 
pecting to come upon its hiding place.

People Drink Three Gallons of Wa- 
ter a Day and so Overcome the Doss 
From 

(Scientific American:]}] All dry ob- 
jects were as hot as this or h-tter 
and were uncomfortable to haudle. 
The mercury in the thermometer fell 
at once when a hand was placed near 
it, or if it were breathed on. Until 
about midday a party of investigated 
healthy Europeans remained in the 
sun with no shade whatever, a con- 
siderable amount of physical exercise 
being taken. 

Such a life is led by hundreds of 
Europeans in India, customarily with 
a gain rather than a loss of health. 
When health suffers it is usually 
through the incidence of infectious 
disease. None of the party, using 
strict moderation, consumed iess than 
three gallons of liquid a day. When 
the activity and considerable expvucure 
to the extremes of heat are taken into 
account in this experience, which 
probably represents an approach to 
the limit of comfort, the fluid intake 
ile not far removed from the hypo- 
thetical estimate, based on the many 
data at hand. 

Im such extremes of dry heat any 
failure of perspiration must lead to 
instant and grave risk. This fatiure 
may result from an insufficiency of 
drinking water, or from slight ma- 
laria, early typhoid, or any other 
by which heat regulation is 
or sun- 
stroke Dr. Hunt has never found in 
a proved healthy person. A man 
might suffer from but slight fever 
while indoors and might be unaware 
chat he was ill, yet his whole 
tion might completely fail if he were 
at work in the sun. 

The main regulation of heat loss 
takes place by the control of the 
nervous geystem over the cutaneous 
circulation and the sweat glands. 
When this fails, the temperature must 
speedi rise above the normal in 
these climates. General excita- 
bility is evinced and metabolism is 
stimulated so’ that a “vicious circle” 
is established. There is not even any 
compensation by lessened heat pro- 
duction. In “wet heat” the limit of 


safety is speedily reached. When the| 


air is already more or less sagurated 
with moisture, as indicated by high 
wet bulb thermometer readings, evap- 
oration is slow and imeflicient, end 
danger ensues even during rest. The 
excess of sweat secreted and any in- 
crease in the amount of water con- 
sumed under such conditions morely 
increase discomfort rather than {fa- 
cilitate the proper heat regulation of 
the bedy. 

The large amount of water avso- 
lutely required and actually consumed 
by men in. these hot climates has not 
been appreciated adequately in any 
quantitative sense. Experiments by 
Dr. Hunt have demonstrated thai a 
bealthy man carries tn his body a 
large reserve of water, mainly stored 
in muscles, and so readily avai: ible 
that the percentage of water in the 
(Ligod is not appreciably diminizhed 
even when severa! liters of water Lave 
been lost by’ sweating. If, however, 
it is extensively drawn on, replace- 
ment seems to occupy many hours, 
and this delay is an argument age inst 
any restriction of drinking which 
would cause undue or needless use 
of the stored water of the human 
body. 


New Enemy for Cocoanuts. 

{San Francisco Chronicle:] The 
rhinoceros beetle is threatening to 
destroy the immense cocoanut indus- 
try of Samoa, according to the state- 
ment of Prof. R. W. Doane of\ Stan- 
ford University. 

Vigorous steps are being taken in | 
the battle against the pest. Alarmed 
at the inroads of the bug, planters 
employed the entomologist to make 
the long trip in order to instruct them 
in the methods of coping with it. Tbe 
scientist declares the measure of 
protection were started just in time. 

It is supposed the beetle was 
brought to the islands in the rub- 
ber plants, which are being imported 
for the development of that indus- 
try. It is common in the tropics and 
has made great ravages in widely 
separated sections.

IN WINE FIGHT. 


Believes Pure Food Laws 
Will Be Upheld. 


War Against Fake Mixtures 
Is Winning Out. 


Pomace Question. 


(ST DIRECT WIRE To THE TIES! 

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Nov. 12. — {Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Theodore Bell, who has 
just returned from Washington, where 
he represented California wine makers 
in the hearing before the Secretary of 
Agriculture in the fight which grew 
out of the Pomerene amendment to 
the tariff bill, said today, in regard to 
his mission and the outlook toward 
branding the spurious wines of Ohio 
for what they are: 


“The hearing just held upon the 
question of pure wines is of supreme 
importance to California. In 1910 
food-inspection decision No. 120 was 
issued by the Secretaries of Agricu!- 
ture, Commerce and Tr . This 
decision practically nullified the pure- 
food law of 1906 in so far es it - 
Plies to wines. During the fight 
against the Pomerene amendment the 
California representatives ;rotested 
vigorously against decisian No. 120. 
and it was really for the pu 
considering this protest that this 
hearing was held. 

“The position taken by us was that 
the addition of sugar and water con- 
stitutes an adulteration of wines, and 
that, under the pure-food law, wines 
so adulterated are not eligible to itn- 

ate commerce. We took the Ae 
tion that not one gallon of pomace 
wines should be permitted to be 
shipped from one State to another. 
We also emphasized the fact that Call- 
fornia wine makers did not have to 
add either sugar or water and that 
no regulations can be too t to 
suit us. 

“The hearing resylted in a decided 
split among eastern wine makers, for 
just as soon as the Ohio wine men 
took the position that pomace wines 
should be recognized many wine 
makers in New York tmmediately de- 
clined to support them. 

“T am confident that the matter will 
be decided by the department in favor 
of reee wines; that all pomace wines 
will Be declared contraband and their 
shipment in interstate commerce ab- 
solutely prohibited.

“California wine makers are only 
demanding the protection of the pure- 
food laws of this country, and we have 
no reason to fear that wines will be 
excepted from the rules and stand- 
ards governing the purity of food 
products.” 


AMERICAN CREATED A PEER. 

Lord Channing Was Born in Boston 
. Of American Parents and Was Re- | 

warded for His Pablic Services. 

[Washington Post:] Lord Chan- 
ning. who arrived in New York re- 
cently is the only instance on record 
of aman born as an American cit- 
izen who has. been created a Pritish 
peer. Lord Fairfax. of the oki Vir- 
ginia family of that name, owes his 
Scotch peerage to inheritance. There 
is but one other instance in the last 
hundred years or more, of a man of 
alien birth, and English only by na- 
turalization, receiving a peerage, 
namely, that of Sir Henry Tufton, 
who, born as a French citizens, was 
raised to the House of Lords as Lord 
Hathfield, in 1881, by Queen Victoria, 
on the nomination of Gladstone, then 
Premier, because of his inheritance 
of the extensive estates of the last 
Ear! of Thanet. 

These two instances served to direct 
attention to the fact that the former 
limitations placed upon the crown 
with regard to the bestowal of peer- 
ages upon British citizens of alien 
birth have been abandoned. They 
were devised owing to the number of 
Dutch favorites of William III, whom

Analyzing a Voicano. 
{Youth's Companion: 
of the staff of the geophysical labora- 
tory of the Carnegie Institution are 


studying the physics chemistry 


of active volcanoes at the crater of 
Kilauea in Hawaii. During the sum- 
mer of 1912 these inv tors de- 
scended into the crater and collected 
gases directly from the lava. These 
they sealed in glass tubes without let- 
ting the gases come in contact with 
the air at all. They sent the tubes 
to Washington. Besides taking 
samples of liquid lava directly from 
the molten lake, the investigators 
studied the composition of the non- 
gaseous matter in the cloud of smoke 
above the volcano. Since some au- 
thorities have believed that there is 
no water in the material emitted by 
volcanoes, it is interesting to notice 
that the geophysical! laboratory work- 
ers condensed no less than half a pint 
of water by cooling one of the gases 
that they had taken directly from the 
boiling lava. 


Around the World. 
{New York Tribuné:] There seems 
to be no limit to the foolish things 
some people will do for the sake of 
a wager. Parly in 1910 two Venetian 
brothers name! Xianello, blacksmiths 
by trade, made a bet that they would 
travel. round the world in a barrel. 
During the month of June they duly 
set out from Venice, and later arrived 
at Berlin, where they recéived an en- 
thusiastic reception. The barrel was 
a special construction, open at the 
end, and having a “perch” inside so 
constructed as to remain always up- 
right. On this one brother sits while 
the other trundles the barrel along. 
Food is stored along the sides, and at 
night, if no other shelter is available, 
beth brothers sleep in their queer 
rolling home. They estimate that the 
trip around the world will occupy at

[Washington Post:] “Of Cape 
Lookout, in North Carolina, tn three 
or four years, there will be the great- 
est harbor of refuge in the world,” 
remarked F. B. Arundell of Rakigh. 
“Work has been started on the great 
sea wall, for which Congress has ap- 
propriated $1,400,000 for preliminary 
work. This wall, when finished, will 
be 8000 feet long—more than a mile 
and a half—and forty-five feet high, 
which, it is estimated, is 2% feet 
above high water at all times; twenty 
feet wide at the top, and when com- 
pleted will cost more than $56,000,000. 
That part of the South Atlantic coast 
is perhaps the roughest on the Atlan- 
tic.; It is to avold the dangers that 
so often bring death and disaster to 
ships off Cape Hatteras that the Cape 
Lookout bor was projected. The 
sea wall is be bullt of gp 
granite, and the building tes 
show that 1,600,000 tons of granite 
will be used in the construction. 

“While planned primarily for a 
harbor of refuge, this great work 
will mean that Cape Lookout will be 
one of the most important coaling 
stations on the Atlantic Coast, and 
perhaps in the world. The railroads 
already are buying ground upon which 
to build tracks over which to run 
their cars of coal for supplying the 
expected fleets of vessels that will put 


into the harbor.”
